THE GRANT WHISKY RING.

A FRESH REVELATION FROM M'DON-
ALD RESPECTING THE FRAUDS.

irant and Babeock's art Consplenously
Shown—Interviews with Grant whkich
Exstablish Grant’™s Gmily Knowl-
vdge—Bristow’s Manly Posltion
—The President’s Fromises
aiter MeDoaald’s Indict-
ment —Sylph and
Dabeock™ First
Meeting.

MeDonald, the former intimate fviend of
Grant and ex-whisky ringster of St. Louis,
is ubout to publish his book on the opera-
tivns of that concern, and some advance
chapters have already been printed there
ereating the liveliest sensation.

General MeDonald introduces his book by
a prefatory defence of his course in reveal-
ing the secrets of a conspiracy in which he
and his friends were so deeply involved.
The first chapter contains an account of
how he eame to e appointed supervisor.
He was in Washington on private business
when President Grant said @

* MeDonald, T wounld like to give you
the place il yon will accept.  All you have
to do is to return to St. Louis and procure
some recommendations,  Make your ap-
plication and forward your papers,”

This was done and General MeDonald's
appointment followed.

The first proposition to organize a
“ring 7 was malde in 1871, Collector

Ford at first refusad and a consummation
of the scheme was [ue the time being  pre-
vented. Ford, Lowever, being menaced
with removal if he did not consent finally

agreed. MeDonald says: *There was, [
repeat, an understasling  between the

i’resident, Ford, Joyec and myself that a
ring’ should be tormed, the proeecds
from which shonld coustitute a campaign
fund, to advance the interests of the ad-
ministration. The first assessment was
made in September, 1871, just after M

grucarrived. 1 cannot give the minute
details of the collection and disbursement
of the illicit frauds for the reason that
there was no rule established for the gov-
crnment of the ‘ring” members in  their
operations.  One month an assessment of
20,000 may have been levied on the dis-
tillers and rectifiers, and during the next
maoath five times that sum may have been
called for.  Much depended on the demand
for money made by General Babeock for
division among the administratian conspir-
ators and the demand for local purpeses.

“In addition to this the Washington
scoment of the ring was in the habit of
sending commissions into the distriet for
the sole purpose of blackmail. 1 can kave
no doubt that Hogue, Brasher and others
who appeared here as revenue agents were
sent by Babeock, and Rogers, the deputy
commissioner, for the purpose of scaring
the St. Louis ofiicials into the payment of
large sums of money for their silenee,
More than $100,000 was paid ont of the
fund in this way, and that some of this
money went into the White ounse has
always been my positive belief.,””

s Grant’s collusion with the ‘ring’ eon. |
sisted in his utilization of corrupt moncy
to secenre his re-cleetion.  After this par
pose was accompiished [ was anxions to see
the ving  osranization dissolved, beeaunse
its ramifications were so extensive and in
cluded such a vast number of men of every
charvacter that I wasin constant dread of
public exposure. Time and aguin I talked
with the other managers, nrging the dan-
ger of our position and the bad poliey of
continuing the corruption after our pur-
pose was accomplished. [ laid the matter
beivre Grant who referred to Babeock,
whose judgnrent h2 relied upon. The ad-
winistration at length concurred in the

fou my day’s rambles in very brief style.
saw and talked (sic) with Douglas, -
ton, Babeock, the President, Belknap,
Rogers and Avery. You can just imagine
what I said to each, and can just bet your
last nickel that I got what 1 The
White house people were very pleasant,
and Douglass was all peaches and honey.
Brasher has no anthority to visit St. Louis,
and if he troubles you or yours put him
*where he will do the most good.”” 1am
going to ride with Bab (Babcock) to-mor-
row. Just keep our kettle boiling (sic.)
and don’t let anything interrupt the good
cause of patriotism. Yours always.
Joux A. JovcE.

* Rellable and Trastworthy.”

On another oceasion a rumor reached St.
Louis that revenue agents were again to
be sent here. Joyee wrote a letler to Avery
in Washington to know if this was true,
and if he did not feel authorized to reply
to sece Babeoek or the president. Babeock
was absent and Avery tosk the letter to
President Grant, who indorsed it as fol-
lows :

Joyee and MeDonald are relinble amd

trustworthy. Let them have the informa-
tion they want.
[Signed. ] U 8. GranT,

A FPresont to the President,

MeDonald makes a  detailed  state-
ment of the present of a team of horses
to Grant, The horses, harness, gold
breastplates, bugay, &e., were bought in
St. Louis in Grant's name, amd sent in a
speeial ear to Washington.  Shortly after
this, on December 5, 1574, MeDonald start-
ed for Washington., He says :

“On the day before I left Col. Joyce had
collected £5,000 from the distillers and rae-
tifiers, which he requested me to deliver
to Gen. Dabeock,|in aceordance with the
understanding he hat between them when
the latter was in attendance at tho St.
Lonis fair.  This wmouey, as [ saw it coun-
ted, was in bills in the denomiuvation of
1,000 and £500. 1 reached Washington
on the morning of December 7, and direct-
ly alter office honis [ went to the White
House. The first person I met there was
Gen. Babeoek, whom 1 found seated at his
desk in the scerctary’s room, and after
passing the nsual greeting T took the
money from my pocket and handed it to
him, with the remark : * [Tere is 45,000
which Joyee eollected from the boys for
your benefit before I left St. Louis.” 1le
took the packaze and placed it in his
pocket without counting the money, with
many expressions of gratitude, remarking
that he understomd the souree from which
the money eame,””  MceDonald then went
to seo the president. e found him alone
and said :

“¢General, I have some papers in con-
nection with the team whieh, with my
explanation, I wish to give you.” He
asked me to come on the following day at
noon, saying he would be at leisure then.
1 told the president that I had the papers
with me and if he could spare me a few
moments [ would give them to him then,
He assented and together with me walked
intu the executive room, where I handed
him all the bills, which were in his name
for every ariicle Colonel Joyee and I had
purehased in eompleting the buggy and
outfit, each bill being receipted in fall.
At the same time I asked him  to give me
a small sum of money, 5o as to enable me
to say, it the question were asked, that I
Iaul sold the team o him, 1o handed me
a 330 bil), whieh 1 deelined, assuring h¥m
that & mueh smaller snm would answer
my purposes, He next gave mo a $10
note amd 1 retarned him 37 in change,
leaving me with the sum of §:3 for a 36,000
ontfit. One.half of the actual expense of
the team, buggey aud harness, and the cost
of transportation was paid to me by Col.
Joyee, who united with me in making the
preseat. T told him that I had just given
General Babeock 25,000, which I remarked
was 2 part of the proceeds of our cam-
paign fand in St. Lonis e assured me
it was all right, as he had intrusted Bab-
cock with the details of Western matters,
and whatever we did with him (Babeock)

MceDonakd and Ford visited Washingion in

March, 1871, Ford dined with Grant, and

McDonald and Ford called at the White

House at cight in the evening and had an

interview with Grant about the campaign

fund,

“Aftersaluting Mrs Grant weretired to
the blue room and spent a long while thor-
onshily canvassing the politieal issues in
the West and paticularly on schemes for
ereating a ecampaizn fuid.  The president
distinetly informed Mr. Ford that he had
intrusted certain matters to me, that he
understood everything and that whatever
he wanted wonld be forthcoming upon re-
quest.””

In ehapter 11, MeDounakl says: *“In the
digelosures and conneetions of individuals
with the ring the nama of Johu W. Doug-
lass hias only been mentioned as a faithful
execuative officer, performing all the dulies
as commissioner of internal revenue. It
will astonish many when I deelare that he,
too, was well acquainted with the ring or-
ganization, and was, in fact, appoitned to
his position through our influence, and
that he rendered efficient aid in the promeo-
tion ol our interests.” A letter is given
(August 21, 1871), from Dounglass, thank-
ing MeDonald for his influenee in the Sen-
ate in securing a confirmation of his ap-
poiutment, and also thanking Ford for his
letter to the president, and Joyee for his
friecndly interest. The letters written by
Woodward in 1874 to Commissioner Doug-
las are also given, and the inference drawn
that Douglas did not act on the informa-
tion they contained beeanse he was parti-
CepP8 CTiminis.

There is 2 mass of testimony, made up
mostly of letters, showing Babeock’s eon-
nection with the ring.  About a year after
the ring had commenced open operations
McDonald was on an inspecting trip to
Coloradoe, and received the following from
Revenue Agent Joyee, his co-conspirator :

St. Louis, Angust 22, 1872, -

These is a hiteh somewhere, even now ;
but from a telegram I received from B.
(Babeock) at the White IHouse, I gather
that all will be right. Keep your shirt on.
Put me down for a gold mine, a silver
guleh and a diamond quarry.

Yours, on the rush,
Jonx A. Jovcr.

The appended letter furnishes another
link in the chain of documentary evidence
connecting General Babeock with the ring
organization at an carly date :

« Qur Friend to the Emd.”’
Lawnrexcr, Kan., April 25, 1873,

DeEArR GENEran—I arrived herc this
morning in company with General Grant
and party. The mayor and citizens of
Lawrence met us at the depot, and the
presidential party rode around the city.
I was in a carriaze with Miss Nellie Graunt
Miss Kimall, of St. Louis, and Major
Dunn. General Babeock and his brother
went torether. General O. E. and the
subscriber had a splendid chat on the
train. 1o is our fricndto the end, Yours,
&e., Jonx A. Joyce,

To General Jous McToNaLD, 5t. Louis,

On one occasion Joyce went to look after
things in Washington.
sent the following :
Essitr Hovse, WAsHINGTON, Jan.22,1874.

Dean GExERAL—Well, it's alter eleven

While there he

woulld be quite satisfactory,”
Third Terin Prospects,

= General Grant then requestedd me to
et into his bugzoy and take a ride with
him, which [ iy, going out nearly to
Bladensbarg, and retuining, making a cir-
cuit of the city and driving throvgzh all the
prineipal streets.  During our ride the con-
versation recurred to political matters and
chiefly upon his prospeets for a third term.
e mentioned the names of several parties
who he thonght wonld possibly be candi-
dates.  Among these werae Governor Mor-
gan, of New York; Morton, Conkling,
Logan and Lline, e eriticised each of
theseand appearved satisfied that his chances
were much better than were those of the
parties discussed.”  That night McDonald
telegraphed to Joyee :—** [lad a long ride
with the president this afternoon.”  And
the next day, after an interview with Com-
missioner Douglass, Ueneral McDonald
telegraphed :—** The goose hangs altitidu-
nal.” “8yLrem’”
MeDonald retnrned home, and the day
following received the following from Bab-
cock, in rezand to the theeatened visit of
revenue agents :—

Wasmneron, Dec. 13, 1874

General John MeDonald, Sapervisor, St.
Louis :—

I suececded. They wiil not go. Will
write you. SYLPIL
General MeDouaald here gives a lengthy
deseription of **Sylph " and General Bab-
cock’s relation to her.  ““Sylph's”™  real
name, he says, was Louise Hawkins, for-
merly a respectable young girl who fell
into bad ways. She was known as Lu
Hawkins. [Ie alleges that while Joyce
and Babeock were walking down Fifth
street, in St. Louis, they met Miss Haw-
kins; that Joyee tipped his hat to her, and
Balbeock, coraptured by her beauty, pro-
nounced her ** as lovely as a sylph.”” That
at Babeoek's request Joyee followed her
and arranged tor a meeting at a Fifth
street restaurant ; that after drinking a

 bott'c of wine Babeock and the woman

went to McDunald's sleeping rooms, and
that alter that Babeock always referred to
her as ““my sylph ™ and signed a number
of telegrams and letters with the sobriquet.
McDonald refates that ** Louise lHawkins
is still a resident of St. Louis, and that
though unmarried, yet her every want is
promptly administered to by a wealthy
gentleman of that city, in whose elegant
residence, near Grand avenue, she is
queen,”
Cigarsand an Enclosure.

The fonrth chapter winds up with the
following : * Shortly after my return to
St. Louis, in December, 1874, [ told Colonel
Joyee that it would be well to make
another small contribution to the presi-
dent and General Babeock. To do this,
*we procured a box of the finest cigars we
could find and enclosed in the box with the
cigars a one thousand dollar bill, which
we sent by express addressed to General
Babcock. In due time Colonel Joyce re.
ceived a letter from Babeock acknowledg-
ing receiptof those cigars with enclosure,
to which was added that ‘ we (referring to
Grant and himself) enjoyed the excellent
flavor ot those cigars.” 7

Exposare.

Chapter filth begins with the year 1875,
when Secretary Bristow began to lay his
wires to expose and punish those engaged
in fraudson the revenue. An order was
made by which McDonald was to be trans.

ferred to Philadelphia. Joyce went to

was rescinded, and McDonald eontinued at
St. Lounis. Real trouble began in March,
1875, when Revenne Agent Yaryan ar-
rived. It was about this time Joyce

wrote :

s war has begun and there is no
telling where it will end. You must con-
sult with our friends at Washington."

On receipt of this McDonald at cnev
went to Washington and bad an interview
with President Grant and Bristow. lle
had a long talk with Grant, informing the
president that Bristow was collecting evi-
dence to show the revenue officers had
been assessing the distillers for campaign
purposes, and appealing to the president
to protect the officers. McDonald says :

* [ futher told him that the sectetary had
assured me that he had a barrel of infor-
mation suflicient to convict a large num-
ber of the distillers and rectifiers. The
President then said, ‘What disposition, in
your ju nt, should be made of this evi-
dence?’ My reply was that it ought to be
shoved into a red hot stove. ‘Well,” said
he ‘I hardly think it would be policy to
toburn it up. Don’t you thing it would
be a good plan to seal it up securely amd
place it ina vanit, where no one could get
at it?" ‘That will subserve present neces-
sities,” I answered, ‘but it will be resur-
rected some time when there is achange of
officers.’ He then told me that he woukl
prevent a further accumulation of the evi-
dence by having the agent recalled, and
that he wonld comfer with the secretary
as to the most desirable means for prevent-
ing any of the evidence from becoming
public. I responded by saying, ‘Well,
General, if you have an understanding with
the secretary, you can control things.” He
acknowledged that he had no understand-
ing with the secretary, but that at all
cvents the evidence would be controlled.
“Well,’ I said, ‘you and the secretary ought
to work together.' His was,
‘Yes, we ought to, but we don’t. Oneof us
will have to quit, and it will not be me.””
Grant promised that noue of the revenue
officers should be hurt. MeDonald re-
turned to 8t. Louis, and in spite of the
President’s pledges the distilleries were
seizedand the oflicers indicted within a
month.”

Plotting te Escape Punishment.

The sncceed ing pages contain an account
of the visit of Grant and Babeock to St.
Lonis, en route to the meeting of the Army
of the Potomae at Des Moines. General
MeDounald asserts that Grant and his pri-
vate secretary eamo via St. Louis expressly
to consult with him relative to the indict-
ment against him. Major Grimes, the
post quartermaster here, arrangesdl a seeret
meeting between Babeock and McDonald
in a room over Connel’s restaurant, on
Fourth street, where the two dined and
discussed the situation for two hours.
Babeock said Grant was very sorry ho had
appointed Dyer to the United States at-
torneyship. When McDonald told Bab-
cock the result would be the conviction of
both himself (McDonald) and Joyce, Bab-
cock drew up his hands and exclaimed :

“My God, we will never permit that.
Why we will dismiss every one that is in
enmity with us, and thus we ean at least
prevent the further progress of these
measurcs nntil Grant's term of oflice ex-
pires.”

Babecek gave the assnranee that upon
the smallest exeuse Bristow, Wilson, Dyer
and ITenderson would be dismissed. An-
other interview was had that night at
the Planters’ house, during which Babeock
said :

“They will never turn a key on you,
because the old man (Grant) tells me that
if they conviet you he will pardon you the
moment the verdict is announced. Don’t
have any fears about that.”” That night
McDonald and Joyce ealled on the presi-
dent at the Linden hotel and Grant said:
“ All that Babeock promised will be ful-
ﬁled. Under all circumstanees you shall
2Donald’s conviction shortly followed.
While he was still in jail and before he was
committed to the penitentiary Babeock
visiterd him and endeavored to get his let-
ters. A long statement is made of how
Babeock afterward visited T. F. Welsh,
McDonald’s brother-In-law, and offered
large sums of moaey for certain letters.

Babeock's Rake,
MecDonald says Babeock realized £25,-
000 directly fram the ‘‘ring, ' besides
what he shared with the revenne agents,
who came on blackmailing expeditions
here. Among the items specified are a
package of 85,000, a $1,000 bill sent in a
box of cizars, a bill sent by mail and a §2,-
000 diamond, &e.
McDonald has prepared a number of en-
graved fac-similes of letters from DBabeock
to McDonald, under the signature of
“Tlorace Houghton,” but in the well
known handwriting of Babcock. These
letters have been seen by ex Scenator Hen-
derson, ex-United States distriet attorney
Dyer and others, and positively identified
as Babcock’s.
